Sagaged la Vain ttnif gl*.- 


The history of the Thirty-sixth Coii- 


grene Is tntportcnt only becuuae. of Its 
dramatu ln<'ld«nt. It'did little or noth- 
ing affecting the peimanent statu. of 
tbe country. If engaged Ittelf In vain, 
but patriotic, endeavors to avert the 
*torm,that la now believed to have 
Vtn Inevitable. But in those days men 
.till hoped for reconciliation 
There 


was a strong Union sentiment both 
«prth and south, and in both sections 
tMere was sn element which flouted 
the Constitution. The extreme MceMton 
party, supreme in South 
Carolina, 


blued the way for disunion. Yet Al- 
e*and*r H. Stephen?, Zebuton B. Vance 
and men of tbeJr kind opposed seces- 
•fcm. When their state, decided 
to 


leave the Union the vast majority held 
to the doctrine of state sovereignty 
and gave their allegiance to the .(ate 
rather than to the nation. At the 
north,the extreme abolltloni.ts had 
denounced the constitution 
as 
"a 


league with death and a covenant With 
hell." There was by no means, a »uf- 
ftctent antislavery sentiment in th* 
north -to justify a battle upon that la- 
•ue. The north made "The Union" ft. 
shibboleth. 


Of the men who made up the Tblrty- 


*lxtk Congress but few are living Per- 
haps the only survivors are General 
Daniel E. Sickle, and Judge Roger A. 
J'rjor^ Both were Du>io<uats, Sickle. 
ff»U New York and »•,» from Vir- 
ginia. Sickles became a major-general 
in the Federal army, Pr/oi1 a 
of the Confederate Congie* 
•ow live in New York. 


The Thirty-seventh 
Congree* met 


first in special asr»ion on July 4, 18«1, 
at the call of Piesldent Lincoln. The 
Civil war ba* then begun, but as yet 
no uene expeded it to last long, and 
no one dreamed what four year* would 
bring. Nine of the weeding state, bad 
no representation, the loyal portion, of 
Virginia and Tennessee sending both 
senators «o4 representative?.

Only Lincoln and, at 
a later date. Grant, were too mighty 
to stand without falling before his vin- 
dictive, (distrust 
As the chief foe of 


.lavery he naturally attracted the 
strength of the abolition sentiment 
which, when the war had actually be- 
gun, expanded enormously throughout 
the north 
Stevens was the logical 


leader of the House. 


The Thirty-eighth Congress met 8rst 


in December, 1SS3. 
Lincoln had not 


called # special session, even in that 
mighty crisis of the history of the na- 
tion. Congress was not always In sym- 
pathy with Lincoln, and the House of 
Representative? chosen at the elections 
in IMS contained a respectable element 
opposed to tbe administration, and ft 
small section opposes even to the war. 
The war Democrat, were always un- 
der suspicion. But Mr. Lincoln alway. 
accorded ..them full faith and credit, 
for he knew that the Union could not 
be saved unles. the north was united. 
His policy Was severely condemned by 
some of those Republicans tn Congress 
who believed that a Democrat was a 
rebel, wherever he might be found, or 
whatever he might say or do to the 
c«i.tr»ry.

Even had Lincoln lived it 
is to be doubted whether he would 
have been able to oppose tbe radical 
sentiment which pervaded the Thirty- 
ninth Congress. 


The Struggle in Politic.. 


Johnson coBld neither persuade nor 


intimidate tbe Congress, and the battle 
was on. The struggle to maintain the 
Union had been victorious; now came 
the struggle to maintain the supremacy 
of the Republican party. 
However 


much one may feel constrained to con- . 
demn the bitterness of Thaddeus Stev- 
ens, he can but admit that In those 
day. of strife it was difficult for the 
men who had fought for th« Union to 
witness with equanimity the return of 
the southern states Into the Union on 
a basis of equality, bringing a certain 
Democratic section into Congress which 
would, with the northern Democrat., 
drive the Republicans from power. 


Aside from tbe measure, giuwing out 


of the war, the chief accomplishment 
of the war Congresses was the enact- 
ment, in the Thirty-seventh Conines*, 
of the Homestead law, by which th* ' 
•public domain was opened up to set- 
tlement, in amall tracts, 
by actual 


farmers. It 1* perhaps one Of the treat- , 
wit benefits of the rule of the HepubH- ~ 
can patty in the nation. 


The la.t«f the war Congreese., elect- 


ed during the war but which did not 
meet until after it wa* over, took op 
the task of restoring the Union 
The 


results of it* labors still control tbe 
political destinies of the country.
